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Mayor says council has turned 
around after controversial year 


THE Mayor of Honiton, Councillor 
John Zarczynski, has apologised to the 
people of the town for not being in the 
public eye as much as his predecessors, 
but says it’s because his energy has 
gone into making sure the council is 
once again running smoothly. 

Cllr Zarczynski took on the role in May, a 
week after the council elected Ashley Del- 
lasalle as mayor, who controversially re¬ 
signed within minutes of taking the position 
as she heavily criticised fellow councillors’ 
egos. 

But Cllr Zarczynski has now said the re¬ 
freshed council is better than ever and he be¬ 
lieves the authority has turned itself around 
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from where it was 12 months ago, when he re¬ 
joined in a by-election. 

Cllr Zarczynski said: “I apologise to the pub¬ 
lic for not being at many events or in the 
media as often as perhaps the Mayor of Honi¬ 
ton should be. However, I was elected onto 
the council on a finance mandate, and as 
such since becoming mayor, my priorities 
have been to review council finances, work¬ 
ing closely with the finance committee and 
The Beehive overview committee. 

“The council has been through a very diffi¬ 
cult time in recent months. However, I am 
pleased to say that we are working well on 
numerous projects for the benefit of the town. 

“I’ve been working closely with our tempo¬ 
rary town clerk in restructuring the admin 
of the council offices to make the council 
more cost efficient.” 

Cllr Zarczynski said that having retreieved 
money that was owed to the town council, 
which now has a surplus of £35,000, he was 
looking forward to being able to hand out 
more grant money than the “unacceptable” 
£5,000 that was given away this year. 

“For a town of Honiton’s size we gave out an 
unacceptable amount of grant money last 
year, and there are so many great organisa¬ 
tions that we want to help but haven’t been 
able to,” he said. 

“Hopefully with the council in a better fi¬ 
nancial shape, we will be able to help more 
organisations than ever before. And we may 
even be able to look at investing into bigger 
projects to benefit the town.” 

Cllr Zarczynski wasn’t able to give details 
on all projects the council is currently work¬ 
ing on, but was able to name two which he 
said he was excited about. 

“I can confirm that the council is currently 
in discussion with the county council and 
will bid to take over the lease for the youth 
centre in town, when it becomes available at 
the end of the month,” he said. 

“If we were to take it over, we would ensure 



that it would be kept only for public use, and 
no organisation that currently uses it would 
lose out or be upended from there.” 

The mayor was also able to confirm that 
proposals to rebuild a bridge across The Gis- 
sage were moving forward, with the plan 
being to open up more green spaces within 
the town boundary using the bridge. 

Cllr Zarczynski finished: “The council is 
the custodian of public money, and while we 
cannot take on projects like traffic conges¬ 
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tion or road repairs, we can do our bit and 
make sure the public get the best value for 
their precept. And we are trying our hardest 
to achieve that. 

“We have a committed and dedicated group 
of councillors now and we are still looking 
for candidates to join, and help continue this 
new and improved council.” 
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Hospital trusts join forces 


ALL four trusts that provide acute hos¬ 
pital services in Devon have come to¬ 
gether in a ‘mutual support agreement’ 
that they say will benefit the county’s 
patients. 

This approach, which has been recognised by 
NHS England as “an exemplar of joint work¬ 
ing”, will see the county’s four main hospitals 
working closely to ensure NHS services are de¬ 
livered in the best way. 

The mutual support agreement has developed 
under Devon’s Acute Services Review, which 
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has already seen doctors and clinical teams in 
the four hospitals starting to work closely in de¬ 
livering key services, such as urgent and emer¬ 
gency care, stroke and maternity care, as well 
as agreeing to jointly tackle recruitment and 
staffing challenges. 

This mutual support agreement will provide 
a mechanism to support the NHS in Devon to 
deliver consistent and fair access to key hospi¬ 
tal services, even if one hospital is facing chal- 
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lenges in service delivery. All governing bodies 
and boards in Devon have endorsed this ap¬ 
proach. 

Explaining how it would work in practice, Dr 
Phil Hughes, lead clinician for the Acute Ser¬ 
vices Review and medical director at Plymouth 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “Our agreement is 
a very powerful statement of our commitment 
to supporting all our hospitals to continue to 
deliver safe and sustainable services and, by 
working as a Devon-wide hospital network, to 
support each other when we are facing service 
challenges. 

“With increasing demand on services and na¬ 
tional shortages of staff in some specialties, we 
face real challenges that need to be addressed. 
For example, some dermatology and breast 
cancer patients have had to travel to other hos¬ 
pitals, when their local services were experi¬ 
encing pressures. 

“Under the new mutual support agreement, 
we will be able to intervene earlier to put sup¬ 
port measures in place. In these cases, for ex¬ 
ample, we would have had the time to plan for 
our consultants to run extra lists at partner 


hospitals, rather than asking patients to travel. 
This approach to sharing our expertise will 
mean a better overall service for patients.” 

The four hospital leadership teams will now 
effectively act as a networked system, respond¬ 
ing to service challenges by looking at where 
there is capacity across the system. 

This is in addition to other innovations 
emerging from the Acute Services Review to 
address service challenges, such as shared job 
roles, new ways of networking services and 
using technology to increase efficiency. Full 
governance checks and processes will be in 
place to make sure that patients from support¬ 
ing hospitals are not disadvantaged. 

The partnership approach in Devon has been 
praised by Mark Cooke, NHS England’s Direc¬ 
tor of Commissioning (South West), who said: 
“We welcome the huge progress that has been 
made by the Devon STP. With their focus on 
safety and quality, frontline clinicians are find¬ 
ing new ways to safeguard services. 

“The mutual support agreement is an exem¬ 
plar that other parts of the country will, I’m 
sure, be interested to learn from.” 


Shortage of nursing staff across 
South West region ‘unacceptable’ 


PATIENT care is being compromised due to 
shortages of nursing staff, according to Royal 
College of Nursing (RCN) members across the 
South West of England. 

A survey of more than 30,000 nursing staff 
across the UK asked about staffing levels on 
their most recent shift and the quality of care 
provided. 

Fifty-one per cent of respondents in the South 
West region reported that there was a shortfall 
of one or more registered nurses on their last 
shift. 

And 39 per cent of respondents in the region 
reported that there was a shortfall of one or 
more health care support workers on their last 
shift. 

More than half of South West region respon¬ 
dents felt that patient care was compromised on 
their last shift. The most common reasons 
given for compromised care were not having 
enough nurses or health care support workers, 
as well as having an increased number of pa¬ 
tients who required a greater intensity of nurs¬ 
ing care. 

Sarah Zanoni, RCN South West region’s act¬ 
ing regional director, said: “Yet again the RCN 
are required to highlight the problems our 
members are facing day in and day out as they 
do their best to give their patients safe care. 

“It is completely unacceptable that so many of 
our members reported that their last shift was 
short staffed. It is not safe for patients and it is 
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not safe for staff. 

“Despite efforts by NHS Trusts they continue 
to struggle to recruit and retain vital nursing 
staff. As we have highlighted time and again, 
nurses are leaving the profession because of 
ever increasing stress and feeling undervalued. 

“Nursing staff have seen their salaries drop 
by 14 per cent in real terms and some face the 
very real prospect of having to leave the job 
they love in order to find better paid work. 

“Added to increased pressure and the real 
terms pay cut, nursing has become an even less 
appealing career now that student nurses can 
no longer receive financial assistance to train. 

“Since the government announced the with¬ 
drawal of the bursary for nurses, there has 
been a 23 per cent drop in applications for grad¬ 
uate nursing courses and a 28 per cent drop in 
applications from mature students. 

“It is time ministers listen and take note of the 
impact their policies are having on safe patient 
care.” 

The RCN is calling on the boards of health and 
social care providers across the UK to urgently 
review nurse staffing levels, give public assur¬ 
ances on patient safety and take action where 
standards are not met.

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Council to reconsider one 
of its objections to assisted 
living apartments at Knowle 


EAST Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s Development Manage¬ 
ment Committee will hold a 
special meeting tonight (Tues¬ 
day) to consider a report about 
its decision to refuse a plan¬ 
ning application to build a 113- 
apartment assisted living 
community for older people on 
the site of the council’s offices 
at Knowle, Sidmouth. 

Applicant Pegasus Life, 
which specialises in providing 
living and care facilities for 
older people, is appealing 
against the descision made by 
the committee last December. 
The appeal will be heard by an 
inspector next month. 

The committee is meeting 
this evening to discuss a re¬ 
port from planning officers 
who are recommending that 
the council no longer defends 
the refusal of planning permis¬ 
sion at the appeal on the 
grounds of loss of light to 
neighbouring properties. 

The report to councillors 
says that Pegasus Life has sub¬ 
mitted new evidence as part of 
the appeal which gives further 
information about the impact 
from the proposed develop¬ 
ment on loss of light, which is 
a small part of one of the rea¬ 
sons why the planning applica¬ 
tion was refused by the 
committee. 

If the report recommendation 
is agreed by the committee 
tonight, the council will con¬ 
tinue to defend the planning 
permission refusal for other 
reasons relating to the overly 
dominant impact of the devel- 
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opment; the visually overbear¬ 
ing impact; loss of privacy to 
neighbouring occupiers; that 
the proposal would not be a 
residential institution (C2 use) 
and is not exempt from provid¬ 
ing affordable housing, and 
the proposed development 
would have a harmful impact 
on the setting of the listed sum¬ 
merhouse. 

Councillor Mike Howe, chair¬ 
man of East Devon District 
Council’s Development Man¬ 
agement Committee, said: “I 
appreciate how sensitive the 
redevelopment of Knowle is to 
Sidmouth and particularly to 
the residents that live around 
the site. 

“It is therefore important 
that the community, and the 
owners of neighbouring prop¬ 
erties who are most affected by 
this proposed change to the 
reasons for refusal, have ade¬ 
quate time to consider the re¬ 
port on the issue of loss of light 
and hear the matter being de¬ 
bated by committee members. 

“This is why a special meet¬ 
ing of the committee has been 
called to consider this issue.”

Progress being made on next 
phase of Feniton flood scheme 


PROGRESS is being made on Phase 3 of East 
Devon District Council’s Flood Alleviation 
Scheme for Feniton. 

The council and its rail consultants, WSP, met 
in September with Network Rail to review the 
outline design, construction and maintenance 
methodology for the next phase of the project, 
which will involve placing a lm diameter pipe 
(approximately 3 feet) beneath the railway to 
the east of the village. 

This is part of the rigorous safety process that 
the council must submit to Network Rail in 
order to gain their permission for construction 
of Phase 3. The requirements, which are to en¬ 
sure the safety of the railway during and after 
construction, have been made more onerous 
following a derailment of a freight train caused 
by an under-track crossing elsewhere. 

Network Rail has been presented with de¬ 
tailed technical information prepared by WSP, 
which explains the need for the crossing, the al¬ 
ternatives and provides structural and geotech¬ 
nical information to prove how the railway and 
the trains running on it will not be put at risk. 

In principle, Network Rail is happy with the 
submission and has made minor comments on 
some of the technical details and drawings pro¬ 
vided. These will be addressed by WSP before 
the final document is submitted shortly to Net¬ 
work Rail for formal sign off. 

Once the first stage of approvals are complete, 
the council together with WSP and Network 
Rail’s in-house contractor will be able to begin 
planning the dates for the works to take place 
and booking the necessary slots in the rail 
timetable to carry out the work. 
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Ecologists from Blackdown Environmental 
will be out on site around the village updating 
their surveys in advance of works under the 
railway and main scheme. 

East Devon District Councillor Susie Bond, 
ward member for Feniton and Buckerell, said: 
“It’s fantastic news that Phase 3 of the long- 
awaited Feniton flood alleviation scheme is 
now moving forwards rapidly and I’m looking 
forward to hearing that Network Rail has ap¬ 
proved the technical plans. 

“Phase 4 will see completion of the scheme, 
which will be welcomed by the community. An 
immense vote of thanks must go to the East 
Devon engineers who have worked so tirelessly 
on behalf of the residents of the village.” 

Councillor Tom Wright, East Devon District 
Council’s portfolio holder for the environment, 
added: “Maintaining momentum for this phase 
of the flood alleviation project has not been 
easy, as we have been in ongoing discussions 
with Network Rail over how best to manage 
risks to the rail network. Laying the culvert be¬ 
neath the railway line is an extremely complex 
issue and there have been a number of techni¬ 
cal hurdles, which have had to be overcome. 

“Obviously the safety of the trains that will be 
using the track is absolutely essential and we 
have been working hard with Network Rail to 
manage the risks. A great deal of credit must go 
to former Cllr Bowden for his energy and per¬ 
sistence in negotiating with Network Rail.” 


Campaigners ask banks to stop 
supporting fossil fuel companies 


LOCAL campaigners from Global Justice 
Group will visit Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds and 
RBS banks in Honiton today (Tuesday) to urge 
them to stop using the public’s hard-earned 
savings to support polluting fossil fuel compa¬ 
nies. 

The group will also be trying to spread their 
message to the public outside St Paul’s Church 
on the High Street. 

Christian Aid recently revealed that high 
street banks are still using savers’ money to 
support fossil fuel companies, even though gov¬ 
ernments, scientists and even the banks them¬ 
selves are in agreement of the need to move 
away from coal, oil and gas to protect the 
planet. 

The Honiton-based group will present mes¬ 
sages from the community explaining why the 
banks needs to move from fossil fuels to renew¬ 
able energy as part of the organisation’s Big 
Shift Campaign. 

Rosemary Gilbert explained why she had de¬ 
cided to talk to her bank about the problem: “I 
have made changes in my own life to try to 
tackle climate change, so it’s nonsensical to me 
that my bank is still using my own money to 


support companies who continue to destroy the 
planet. 

“The banks say they support action to pre¬ 
vent further climate change, but use my money 
to support fossil fuel companies. That must 
change.” 

The group will present letters to the banks to 
be passed to their chief executives and show off 
their piggy bank poster filled with messages of 
support for the banks to act. 

The message reads: “Climate change is the 
biggest issue humanity faces. We need every¬ 
one, including the people managing our money 
to make the right decisions to put us on a safer 
path towards a better future.” 

Fossil fuels are increasingly a financial risk 
as well as fuelling climate change. As govern¬ 
ments and markets around the world act to re¬ 
duce carbon emissions, the value of fossil fuel 
companies could decrease rapidly. 

Christian Aid believes that with a shift in 
policies and investment decisions, the biggest 
high street banks could be providing the capi¬ 
tal needed to invest in the energy systems 
needed for the future instead of damaging the 
planet.

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Town council office snowed under by worldoad 


THE town council office in Axminster is 
under such pressure that public access to the 
town clerk will be limited and by appointment 
only. 

The September meeting of the town council 
heard that the office was snowed under by 
work, and that it would be closed for one week 
in October so staff could catch up undisturbed. 

Subsequently, the town council office was 
closed to the public last week (October 2nd to 
5th). 

The closure was not widely advertised and 
the reason given on the town council notice- 
board was “staff training”, but those who at¬ 
tended the September meeting were left in no 
doubt that it was to catch up with a growing 
workload. 

The town council employs two part-time staff 
in the office - town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie and

deputy town clerk Zishan Adamson-Drage - to¬ 
talling 54 hours per week. 

But the town council taking on some roles 
given up by district and county councils has 
added to their workload. 

This was emphasised by the Mayor of 
Axminster, Councillor Jeremy Walden, who 
said during the meeting that town and parish 
councils have to undertake a lot more work 
these days. 

Giving examples, Mrs Kirkcaldie told Pul- 
man’s Weekly News : “Dealing with the various 
services which the town council has picked up 
as a result of county/district council having 
ceased provision - floral displays, cutting of 
urban grass, [managing] the Pippins build¬ 
ing.” 


Cash boost for Christmas lights 


LIGHT Up Axminster has welcomed a £4,000 
cash boost after winning the local Tesco Bags 
of Help customer vote. 

The grant will give the town’s Christmas cel¬ 
ebrations a fantastic boost, alongside the other 
fundraising the group has carried out over the 
year. 

Over the coming months, the preparations for 
the Grand Christmas Lantern Parade and Fes¬ 
tive Lights Switch-on will be stepping up a pace 
with new electrical points being fitted to build¬ 
ings and the first wave of Christmas lights 
being delivered. 

In tandem with the Grand Christmas Market 
the same evening, Friday, November 24th, the 
town and its residents are promised “a very dif¬ 
ferent Christmas celebration than has previ¬ 
ously taken place” with a swathe of lanterns 
winding through the town centre ahead of the 


big switch-on, created as part of the lantern 
project starting on Wednesday, October 11th. 

Light Up Axminster chairman Cindy Furse 
said: “We are absolutely delighted by the sup¬ 
port we have received and would like to thank 
everyone that voted for us during the summer. 

“We are looking forward to putting on a great 
Christmas event that will have something for 
everyone to enjoy.” 

Light Up Axminster starts the Grand Christ¬ 
mas Lantern Parade project this month with 
workshops at its new base in the former Marie 
Gallery (opposite Acorn gifts), to be called The 
Light House.

She added: “Public expectation that the town 
council staff should be responsible for report¬ 
ing matters such as potholes, failed refuse col¬ 
lections when these can/should be reported to 
the relevant authority (county council for pot¬ 
holes, district council for refuse collections). 

“It is often more effective for such matters to 
be reported first hand by the person wishing 
to make a complaint or comment.” 

To ease the pressure on the town clerk, it has 
been decided to introduce an appointment sys¬ 
tem for members of the public. 

Up until now, members of the public have 
been able to walk into the town council offices 
during and outside stipulated hours for public 


access, hoping that the town clerk is available. 

Councillor Walden told Pulman’s Weekly 
News : “Anyone wishing to speak to the town 
clerk in future should make an appointment 
through the deputy town clerk.” 

Members of the public can continue to come 
into the office at the scheduled times to see the 
deputy town clerk. 

Councillor Walden also said the hiring of 
more staff, or increasing hours for existing 
staff, is a possibility and looked at through the 
ongoing budget process. 

He stressed, however, that no decision has 
been made.

Mr Parish has not issued a formal statement 
but, on October 3rd, said on social media that 
he had sought an urgent meeting with Axe Val¬ 
ley Academy management and that he was also 
writing to the Secretary of State for Education, 
Justine Greening. 

A public consultation about the proposed clo¬ 
sure is underway and the academy main hall is 
expected to be packed tonight (October 10th) for 
a public meeting.

He has now started volunteering at Devon Air 
Ambulance Honiton shop, where he had three 
years of hair cut off in a sponsored event in sup¬ 
port of Devon Air Ambulance Trust.

Archbishop visits Devon schools 


FUNDING to enhance cancer treatment for 
women across East Devon is set for an £18,000 
boost from one of the most popular events of 
the area’s musical calendar. 

The sixth ‘Classics Galore!’ concert, featuring 
Ottery St Mary Choral Society and the Lymp- 
stone-based SW Comms Band, is on course to 
be the most profitable yet. 

Money raised from this year’s event at the 
University of Exeter Great Hall on Saturday, 
November 18th has been ring-fenced for a fund 
that has enabled FORCE Cancer Charity to 
spend £93,000 on a new surgical device for the 
Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital. 

The equipment, called Pinpoint, has been in¬ 
stalled in one of the hospital’s operating the¬ 
atres and is designed to help surgeons identify 
more accurately the extent of uterine or cervi¬ 
cal cancer during keyhole operations. 

It is designed to save lives, reduce unneces¬ 
sary treatment and cut costs to the hospital. 

Event founder Dick Passmore said: “Whilst it 
is gratifying to know that monies raised by 
Classics Galore! help with day-to-day running 
costs at the FORCE Cancer Support Centre, it 
is more than satisfying to know that money is 
also put towards such important aspects of can¬ 


cer treatment as Pinpoint.” 

Since Mr Passmore and his wife Posy staged 
the first Classics Galore! in 2007, the event has 
raised nearly £70,000 for FORCE. 

The programme for November’s concert will 
again feature a wide selection of popular clas¬ 
sical tunes for orchestra, choir and brass band 
under musical director Malcolm Matthews 
from Tipton St John. 

Two hundred top local musicians and singers 
will perform extracts from, among others, ‘Les 
Miserables’, the Hallelujah Chorus, the theme 
from James Bond film ‘Live and Let Die’ and

THE Archbishop of Melanesia, the Most Rev¬ 
erend George Takeli, visited Devon to call for 
help to tackle the crisis unfolding in the 
Solomon Islands caused by climate change. 

The Church of England in Devon is linked to 
Melanesia, through its first bishop, John Patte- 
son, who came from Feniton, and a stone cross 
in his memory stands off the old A30 road near 
Ottery St Mary. 

Bishop Patteson went out to the Solomon Is¬ 
lands as a missionary in the 19th century, and 
was made first Bishop of Melanesia. September 
20th is now remembered as Patteson Day and 
Archbishop George spent the day visiting Feni¬ 
ton and Payhembury primary schools to talk to 
youngsters about the Solomon Islands. 

He also held talks with the Bishop of Exeter, 
Bishop Robert, who said: “Our link with 
Melanesia is an important one, through our 
historical association, but also today as we see 
the all too real impact climate change is having 


on our neighbours. The security of food and 
water resources is a key challenge that the peo¬ 
ple of these scattered islands face each and 
every day. 

“Our links remind us that we are brothers 
and sisters in Christ, and that loving our neigh¬ 
bours involves concern for all, however far dis¬ 
tant.” 

Archbishop George added: “I have come to 
the UK to share the plight of people in the Pa¬ 
cific suffering from the impacts of climate 
change. Many are having to abandon their 
homes, villages and islands due to increasing 
sea levels, unpredictable weather patterns and 
increased air temperature. 

“Many communities are struggling to adapt 
to these changes, with limited relocation op¬ 
tions, resources or support. As a region with a 
relatively low carbon footprint, we seem to be 
paying a heavy price for the rest of the world’s 
over development and wastefulness.”

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T\/ays to prepare 
your car for Winter 


1. Tit winter tyred 

When temperatures fall below seven 
degrees, winter tyres provide more grip than 
normal rubber, and their performance in 
snowy and wet conditions is vastly superior. 
In fact, they can make such a difference that 
countries including Germany and Austria 
have made them compulsory during the 
winter months. 

Beware, though, that you'll need to keep 
your summer tyres for when the weather 
improves, because above seven degrees, 
winter rubber becomes less effective. Rather 
than changing the tyres themselves, it's 
often easiest to put winter tyres on some 
cheap steel wheels and simply run the car on 
those between December and April before 
swapping back to your nice, shiny alloys. 

3. Carry blankets 
& warm clothing 

Getting stuck by the side of the road due to a 
breakdown or an accident is never a pleasant 
experience, but it's far worse in the depths of 
winter. It's important, therefore, that you 
carry some blankets and warm clothing to 
keep your body temperature up if you get 
stuck. 


2. Snow chains 

Snow chains are rarely useful in the UK, but if 
you plan to take your car abroad, you'll find 
they're often a legal requirement. Don't use 
them unless you absolutely have to, though, 
because they tear up roads and offer far less 
grip than winter tyres unless there's snow 
under the wheels. 

It's also worth noting that some modern cars 
can't accommodate snow chains thanks to 
their huge alloy wheels, and that some 
alternatives, such as snow socks, are illegal in 
some countries. 

*1. Chech your lights 

With days getting shorter, now is a good time 
to make sure your lights are working. Switch 
the headlights on and walk around the car 
checking each bulb in turn, then ensure that 
the indicators are working and use a reflective 
surface such as a window or garage door to 
make sure the brake lights work. 

Many people forget that lights are not just 
for seeing with - it's important that you can be 
seen easily by other road users. If the weather 
turns snowy, rainy or foggy, turn your lights 
on to make sure everyone else knows you're 
there. 



5. Top up vital fluids 

Winter's salty roads and inclement weather mean you're likely to use 
far more windscreen washer fluid than normal, so make sure you've 
got plenty in the bottle. In the summer, you can use more water than 
washer fluid, but the fluid should be less dilute in winter because the 
fluid has an anti-freezing agent in it. 

It's also worth checking all the car's other vital fluids, such as oil and 
coolant - you don't want to break down if you can possibly avoid it.

Councillor’s hospital claim ‘not supported by facts’ 


■ COUNCILLOR Mike Allen's claim last week 
that, with the single exception of their leader 
Paul Diviani, East Devon Conservatives have 
opposed the recent hospital beds closures at 
Seaton and Honiton, is not supported by the 
facts. 

Mike’s local Conservatives have indeed been 
eager to “protest” the beds closures at East 
Devon District Council (EDDC), which has no 
legal powers to influence the health service. 
But when their votes really mattered, in Devon 
County Council’s (DCC) Health Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee - which has biting legal powers to refer 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) deci¬ 
sions to the Secretary of State - the Tory 
group backed the CCG to the hilt. 

In November 2016, when parliament debated 
the issue, Hugo Swire MP was already saying 
that if it came to a choice, Seaton must lose its 
beds, not Sidmouth. Since there was no ratio¬ 
nal, evidence basis for the CCG’s last-minute 
switch of bed loss to Seaton, it is clearly possi¬ 
ble that Swire’s lobbying was responsible. He 
had stepped on the divide-and-rule landmine 
without a care for the conequence, most con¬ 
cerned not to embarrass his superiors’ catas¬ 
trophic Sustainability and Transformation 
Partnership (STP) project for the nation. 

In March 2017, when Independent councillor 
Claire Wright proposed that DCC Health 
Scrutiny should ask 14 serious questions of the 
CCG’s plans, five out of eight Conservative 
members were against even doing that. Paul 
Diviani was one of them but East Devon Con¬ 
servatives did not censure him for his vote. 

Then in April 2017, during the county election 
campaign, East Devon Conservatives issued a 
statement actually endorsing ‘bedless hospi¬ 
tals’. In June, when Claire tried to get Health 
Scrutiny to refer the CCG decisions, East 
Devon Conservative Sara Randall Johnson, 
chair of the committee, proposed that a vote be 
postponed until late September - when she 
knew the closures would already have taken ef¬ 
fect. In the event, it was postponed until July. 

On this occasion in July 2017, Conservative 


Rufus Gilbert, with support from Randall John¬ 
son, immediately moved to block the referral of 
the bed closures that Claire Wright tried to 
move. By now, five East Devon Conservatives 
sat on the Health Scrutiny, along with seven 
Tories from other parts of Devon. 

Three local Tories, Diviani, Sara Randall 
Johnson and Richard Scott, were among seven 
Tories against referral; one, Jeff Trail, was ab¬ 
sent; and only one, the canny Phil Twiss, 
counted on his fingers and made sure his vote 
was recorded as for referral. Apart from Twiss’ 
gesture, those for referral were Independent, 
Liberal Democrat and Labour members. 

If Mike Allen and other East Devon Conserva¬ 
tives were really angry that Diviani was not 
representing their party’s line, they would 
have supported the move to remove him as 
EDDC leader earlier this month. But no, they 
closed ranks around him; Mike didn’t even 
turn up to the debate. 

Most recently at the September 21st meeting, 
faced with more waffle from the CCG, Claire 
Wright proposed that “the committee express 
significant concerns over the STP, its potential 
effect on patient care and the lack of trans¬ 
parency so far”. Who knowing any of the tragi¬ 
comedy we have endured could say otherwise? 

Step forward Councillor Twiss, who deleted 
all the wording in her motion via an amend¬ 
ment except for Sara Randall Johnson’s wheeze 
that a ‘task force’ study the matter. That, peo¬ 
ple of East Devon, is how the East Devon Con¬ 
servatives are behaving when they think they 
can get away with it, which is always until you 
have the sense to vote them out. 

Ironically, our two Conservative MPs were 
unexpectedly empowered by the result of the 
snap General Election in June. Messrs Swire 
and Parish know full well that a few minutes 
on their feet in the Commons, or a quiet word 
with Jeremy Hunt, does nothing. The NHS 
funding crisis responsible for the closure of 
beds in Honiton and Seaton, and previously 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary, can only be re¬ 
lieved by two people - Theresa May and Philip 


Hammond. 

With such a tight balance in the Commons, 
Messrs Hugo Swire and Neil ‘Feet-To-The-Fire’ 
Parish could have put agonising pressure on 
them. But have they? Of course not. National 
Party before local people. Always has been and 
always will be. 

So sorry, Mike, your special pleading of your 
party’s case, that it has done all it can to save 
our local hospital beds, must feel electorally 
necessary to you - but it is not what the record 


shows. As Independents we will carry on the 
fight and work alongside you and others to 
save the buildings so that they may retain the 
hope of restoring the beds in the future. 

But let’s call it as it is, shall we?

Bus cuts will make travelling to RD&E difficult 


■ NOW that local hospitals are closed, local 
people will need to travel more frequently to 
the Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital in Exeter. 

Unfortunately, this has been made much 
more difficult by serious reductions in the bus 
service. Full details are available online at the 
net addresses below, but the Seaton situation is 
as follows: 

The X52 - the only service direct to the RD&E 
Hospital - now operates only two buses a day 
(Monday to Saturday) leaving Seaton at 10am 
and 12noon, and arriving at RD&E at 11.02am 
and 1.02pm repectively. The buses back to 
Seaton leave RD&E at 11.37am and 1.37pm. So, 
you will only be able to attend appointments 
starting at 11.15am and finishing before 1.30pm 
- which includes lunchtime. You may have to 
wait a long time before a slot is available in this 
restricted time range. 

The only other bus to Exeter is the 9A which 
misses the hospital and goes direct to Exeter 
bus station. The 9A leaves Seaton at 6.30am, 


7.07am, 7.35am (all full price). The first free bus 
at 10am arrives at Exeter Bus Station at 
11.39am. You will then need to catch a second 
bus from there to the hospital, and this will be 
made more difficult by the closure of the bus 
station next month and the dispersal of the var¬ 
ious bus services around surrounding streets. 

All in all, you will be lucky to reach the hos¬ 
pital by midday, but at least buses to Seaton 
run (from Exeter) until 7.05pm. 

This is not the fault of the bus companies, 
they need to make a profit for their sharehold¬ 
ers. It is entirely due to the cuts made by the 
Conservative government in grants to pay for 
buses filled with non-paying pensioners. 

This shows how much they value us. Use your 
vote to throw them out.

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FLU SEASON IS HERE AGAIN

IS FLU SERIOUS? 

If you're generally in good health, 
you'll usually recover naturally from flu 
after a week or so, and some sensible 
rest, pain-killers, plenty of fluids and 
keeping warm all help. However, flu can 
be very serious for those less able to 
fight off or cope with the virus, 
particularly the vulnerable, elderly and 
those with pre-existing health problems. 
Complications can arise, including a 
worsening of any ongoing health 
conditions, such as asthma and diabetes. 

WHEN ARE FLU JABS 
RECOMMENDED? 

"No one likes getting the flu, but while 
most of us are able to shake it off, there 
are certain groups whose long-term 
health is at greater risk from the virus. 
For these people, a regular flu 
vaccination is highly recommended," 
says Dr Adam Simon, chief medical 
officer at PushDoctor.co.uk, the UK's 
leading online video GP platform. 
"Steering clear of flu is particularly 
important for people with weaker 
immune systems, such as those over 65, 
diabetics, or people who've recently 
been treated for cancer. You should also 
have the jab if you have a history of 
health problems with your kidneys or 
spleen (especially if your spleen has 
been removed), or you have a condition 
such as bronchitis or asthma, that can 
make breathing difficult." 

WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR A 
FREE FLU JAB? 

The NHS provides free flu jabs for 
people deemed more at-risk from flu. As 
well as the over-65s, and those with long¬ 
term health conditions (particularly 
long-term heart or respiratory diseases), 
those recommended to receive a jab also 
include people who've had a stroke, 
people on medication that may affect 
their immune system, and also people 
who are a main carer for an older or 
disabled person. Pregnant women are 
also eligible for a free jab, in order to 
protect their own health and that of 
their baby. If you're unsure or 
concerned about your own flu risk, 
speak to your GP or pop into a Boots 
Pharmacy or LloydsPharmacy to ask for 
advice (pharmacists can also advise 
whether you are eligible for the free 


NHS jab, and Boots Pharmacies and 
LloydsPharmacy are both among the 
pharmacies that can deliver the NHS 
vaccines). Nasal spray flu vaccines are 
also available for young children. 

I HAD A JAB LAST YEAR - 
DO I NEED ANOTHER? 

Yes - because flu viruses are constantly 
mutating, so new vaccines are developed 
each season. "With many illnesses, one 
jab will keep you immunised for the rest 
of your life. Unfortunately, the flu virus 
is very clever and constantly changes to 
build up a resistance to the vaccines we 
produce," explains Dr Simon. "That's 
why you need to have a new flu jab every 
year to stay one step ahead." 

It's also important to be aware that 
there are lots of flu viruses, and while 
the vaccines are the best form of 
protection currently available, they 
won't provide 100% protection against 
flu, so you'd still need to seek medical 
advice if you experience symptoms at 
any point. It's best to try and get it done 
at the start of the season if possible. 

WILL I CATCH FLU FROM 
A FLU JAB? 

No - technically, this isn't possible, as 
there are no 'active viruses' in the 
vaccine. The NHS points out that you 
may experience some mild aches and a 
mild fever for a couple of days 
afterwards, but serious side-effects are 
deemed very rare. As with everything 
we come into contact with, allergic 
reactions can occur. If you did 
experience any warning signs, seek 
urgent medical advice.

SHUTE Festival built on the success of last 
year’s inaugural event, bringing world-class 
speakers and larger audiences to the village 
this year.

This was followed by an enchanting talk from 
garden writer Anna Pavord, about her recent 
book Landskipping. 

After a delicious curry lunch served by Mina 
of locally based Khushi Kitchen, visitors were 
enthralled by Rebecca Lowe, as she talked of 
her intrepid, year-long cycle from London to 
Tehran, a journey she made to dispel negative 
myths about the Middle East. 

Continuing with the Middle Eastern theme, 
garden designer Hugo Bugg, the youngest ever 
gold medal winner at Chelsea Flower Show, 
spoke of the challenges of creating a huge 
botanical garden in Jordan which has been 
commissioned by King Abdullah. 

This was followed by Rosamund Bartlett’s il¬ 
luminating talk on the complex relationship 
between Chekhov and Tolstoy. 

The day was crowned by a talk from crime 
queen Sophie Hannah, who delighted her audi¬ 
ence with a mix of gossip and anecdote as she 
recounted how she came to write Poirot books 


with the blessing of 
the Agatha Christie 
estate. 

She also explained 
how she plumbs her 
personal experience 
for plot lines. 

Sunday opened with 
a muscle-stretching 
and mind-expanding 
Tibetan rites yoga 
and mindfulness ses¬ 
sion led by Raagesh- 
wari Loomba, 

Bollywood pop star 
and now yoga teacher. 

Whilst at St 
Michael’s Church, 

Annie Freud spoke 
movingly about her 
father, Lucien, and 
made intriguing con¬ 
nections between her 
poems and art. 

Following Annie, Tahir Shah, traveller and 
writer, delighted his audience as he spoke 
about the power and magic of story-telling 
while in conversation with crime writer, Jason 
Webster. After a mouth-watering Moroccan 
lunch cooked by local chef Harriet Haines, the 
audience enjoyed a magical journey through 
the Georgian mountains care of East Devon 
writer, walker and publisher, Peter Nasmyth. 

Throughout the festival, visitors had the 
chance to buy books at Archway Bookshop’s 
pop-up stand for authors to sign, and enjoyed a 
constant supply of delicious cakes, tea and cof¬ 
fee served by Angela Parry and her team. 

The festival was topped and tailed by two 
landscape walks led by Ruth Worsley from 
Legacy to Landscape and also by outreach at 
Shute Primary School in the form of creative 
writing workshops and a Bollywood dance 
workshop. 

There were also a series of activities for chil¬ 


dren during the festival, including clay figure 
making, a film workshop and art. 

For co-directors Sam Knights and Paddy Ma- 
grane, the festival could not have gone better. 

They said: ‘‘It was an incredible weekend of 
brilliant speakers, lively discussion and great 
food and wine. 

“We have a very unique festival, where inter- 
nationally-renowned speakers meet engaged 
audiences in an intimate environment.

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Big interest in bat survey 


HUNDREDS of people in Devon sur¬ 
veyed their gardens for bats this sum¬ 
mer as part of the ongoing Devon 
Greater Hors- eshoe Bat Project. 

The 2017 Devon Bat Survey has been 
the biggest yet with 600 unique loca¬ 
tions surveyed so far, from Seaton to 
Plymouth and Salcombe to Combe 
Martin. 

Participants in the survey - which 
this year runs until the end of Octo¬ 
ber - collect their bat detector and ul¬ 
trasonic microphone from one of 20 
monitoring centres across Devon, in¬ 
cluding shops, garden centres and 
community hubs. 

Each survey takes place over three 
nights - so there have been a total of 
1,800 nights of bat detecting in Devon 
gardens this summer. 

So far that has required more than 
2,700 hours of volunteer time in collect¬ 
ing and deploying the bat detectors. 

And this survey effort has resulted in 
more than half a million sound files 
recording the nocturnal noises - in¬ 
cluding those of echo-locating bats in 
flight - in Devon gardens since April. 

These files are being analysed to pro¬ 
duce a report for each garden showing 
which of Devon’s 16 bat species has 
been recorded. 

Bat surveyors from early in the sea¬ 
son have already had their reports, 
which take around a month for project 
staff and volunteers to complete. 

Devon's landscapes supported thriv¬ 
ing bat populations for centuries until 
some species suffered serious declines 
in the last few decades. 

Monitoring bat activity is an impor¬ 
tant tool in bat conservation, but there 
are still many gaps in our knowledge 


of what species are present in different 
parts of Devon. 

Ruth Testa, manager of the Devon 
Wildlife Trust-led Devon Greater 
Horseshoe Bat Project, said: “The 
Devon Bat Survey is so important in 
helping to increase our understanding 
of how all bats, not just the greater 
horseshoe, are using our landscape. 

“By doing it in a way that involves 
members of the general public, it mea¬ 
ns that more people become aware of 
bats around them, raising the profile 
of these fascinating mammals.” 

Taking part in the Devon Bat Survey 
has proved a hit with wildlife lovers in 
Devon. After receiving the report from 
their garden, one participant at Good- 
rington, near Paignton, said: “We are 
most excited to hear that we have so 
many different bats in the area. 

“We will most definitely be keeping 
an eye out for them!” 


And receiving survey results has 
even inspired a little friendly competi¬ 
tion among the volunteer surveyors, 
keen to see whether they can match 
the number of bat species recorded in 
their neighbours' gardens. 

Jill Turner, owner of holiday cot¬ 
tages near Bideford, commented on 
Facebook: “Really easy to set up the 
equipment, now eagerly awaiting the 
report from our August survey. 

“Others in Littleham have discov¬ 
ered 10 plus species flying by so we are 
excited to discover more about our bat 
population.” 

There are still opportunities to take 
part in this year's survey by booking a 
bat detector online at www.devonbat 
project.org 

A report on the full results from all 
bat surveys across Devon in 2017 is 
scheduled to be available online in 
January. 



Council launches new 
street trading policy 


A NEW street trading policy has 
come into force in East Devon. 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
hopes it will encourage new local 
business activity and add to the 
vitality and footfall of towns. 

Anyone aged 18 or over may 
apply to EDDC for permission to 
street trade within the whole of 
East Devon (apart from parts of 
Sidmouth and in the charter mar¬ 
ket areas of Honiton and Axmin- 
ster). 

An EDDC spokesperson said: 
"The application process will re¬ 
quire details to be given about the 
exact location proposed by the 
street trader, the goods being 
sold and information about the 
person or persons selling the 
goods. 

"The application will need to be 
accompanied by a fee, which will 
be determined by the location, 
length of the consent and time of 
year. 

"Once an application (plus the 
appropriate fee) has been re¬ 
ceived, it will be fully considered. 

"However, applicants do need 
to be aware that there may be oc¬ 
casions when it will not be possi¬ 
ble for the council to give cons¬ 
ent. 

"Approval cannot be given, for 
example, when a location is not 
suitable or safe for street trading 
to take place or where the goods 
being offered could conflict with 
other local, established busi¬ 
nesses. 

"All refusals will receive a full ex¬ 
planation of the decision that has 


been given. Street traders will 
also need to be aware that this 
change in policy will mean that 
anyone trading anywhere in East 
Devon without the consent of the 
council could be acting illegally, 
which could then lead to enforce¬ 
ment action. 

"When an application and fee 
have been received, the council 
must consult other organisations 
to seek their views before a street 
trading consent can be granted. 

"For this reason, the application 
period may take three to four 
weeks and permission cannot be 
given to a trader until the local 
consultation has finished." 

Councillor Steve Hall, Chairman 
of the Licensing and Enforcement 
Committee, said: "I welcome this 
new policy, which allows for new 
street trading and markets to 
come forward in East Devon. This 
could help revitalise or sustain 
our towns' streets or village cen¬ 
tres. 

"Likewise, this policy will be 
used to prevent unlicensed trad¬ 
ing taking place anywhere but ap¬ 
proved locations. Trading will 
only be allowed after consulta¬ 
tions with the appropriate author¬ 
ities and where stringent 
conditions have been met."

Halloween Monster Cupcakes Recipe 


Ingredients 

For the cakes 

• 225g plain flour 

• 1 tbsp baking powder 

• 125g butter, softened 

• 125g caster sugar 

• 1/4 tsp salt 
•1 egg 

• 200ml milk 

• 1 tsp ground ginger 

• 1 tsp ground cinnamon 

• lOOg raisins 

• 125g pumpkin, peeled 
and grated 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 
180°C Fan/Gas Mark 4. 
Line a 12 hole muffin tin 
with muffin cases. 

• Measure all of the 
ingredients into a free¬ 
standing electric mixer 
(or use a hand-held 
electric whisk). Whisk 
until blended. Spoon 
into the cases. 



• Bake for about 20 to 25 minutes until well risen and 
lightly golden on top. 


To decorate 

• 1 x tub vanilla frosting 

• Green food colouring 

• White fondant icing 

• Black fondant icing 
(or colour white fondant 
icing black with black 
food colouring) 


• Place the muffins on a wire rack to cool. Colour about 
half the frosting green using some of the food colouring. 
When the muffins are completely cool, swirl the green 
icing on top of the muffins using a piping bag with a plain 
nozzle attached. Make small balls of white fondant icing 
and flatten them to make the whites of the eyes. 

• Make smaller balls of black icing and flatten them to 
make the pupils of the eyes. Roll out some black icing and 
use to make eyebrows and moustaches.

“Getting signed and 
being a black British artist gave me a 
sense of pride” enthuses Andrew. 

Like any artist worth their salt, An¬ 
drew Roachford’s music is the result of 
many things. Raised in south London to 
West Indian parents, as a child of the 70s 
and 80s, it’s no wonder that his music 
sounds the way it does. Influenced by 
everyone from A1 Green, Michael Jack- 
son to David Bowie Andrew’s formative 
years were also spent listening to Radio 
One, reggae and jazz. Pinpointing the 
beginning of his musical career as a 
child he vividly remembers being mys¬ 
teriously drawn from his bed to play the 
piano in his living room. “There was al¬ 
ways a piano in the house and I just got 
up and started playing even though I’d 
never played before. There was some¬ 
thing quite surreal and magical about 


it.” Looking at Andrew Roachford’s 
family history, though, it shouldn’t 
come as any surprise. 

Born into a musical dynasty, his uncle 
Bill Roachford was a virtuoso saxo¬ 
phonist. The musical ball really started 
to roll however, when Andrew hit the 
road with his uncle. Playing gigs on the 
jazz circuit in those days, gave him a 
good grounding for things to come. “I 
got lucky enough to start gigging when 
I was about 14. I was in the middle of 
that whole jazz scene which was an in¬ 
teresting education. It taught me musi¬ 
cally, how to listen and how to 
entertain. My uncle always told me that 
you had to give people a show.” 

Andrew was Columbia’s biggest sell¬ 
ing domestic act for over ten years. As 
if any more proof were needed, the fact 
that Andrew Roachford has been ap¬ 
proached by such luminaries as 
Michael Jackson and Chaka Khan to 
write songs, speaks volumes. 

Andrew’s trademark has become his 
rare ability to put into words, feelings 
you didn’t even know you had, “It’s one 
of the reasons why I make music; to 
bring out those things that people feel, 



but haven’t always got a voice for. I like 
to bring the inner person to the fore¬ 
front”. And over the year’s, anthems 
like Lay Your Love Out On Me, Naked 
Without You and Complicated to name 
but a few have done just that. 

I’m always pushing myself as an 
artist. When it comes to songwriting, I 
naturally gravitate to digging deep. 
That s how it works for me . With Plat¬ 
inum and Gold selling albums, a career 
that spans two decades, and the last 
five years seeing him writing and 
singing on everything from top-five 
selling international dance tracks to 
co-writing and touring with Mike and 
the Mechanics, Andrew is undeniably 
a prolific and unique talent. 

With his latest offering Andrew deliv¬ 
ers a deeply honest and powerful 
album. He is back doing what he does 
best - taking the daily challenges of life 
and love and helping the rest of us 
make sense of it all. “You start off being 
what you’re not in life and then the 
path has this uncanny way of bringing 
you back to who you really are. Life is 
really just a journey back home”.

WILLE and the Bandits go further than is ex¬ 
pected of a band operating in the Rock arena, 
they are carrying the genre into unknown 
territory, mixing award winning musician- 
ship with the ability to produce intoxicating 
songs without compromise. Each Bandit can 
be seen at points playing instruments simul¬ 
taneously, some of which, such as the tongue 
drum, mohan venna and djembe, are rarely 
seen in western music and almost never in 
the Blues Rock scene. 

The lyrics of many of Wille Edwards’ songs 
delve deep. Some lead us through a journey of 
self realisation, others paint a picture that 
unashamedly draws on global issues such as 
climate change and immigration for inspira¬ 
tion, but in a package which doesn’t sound pre¬ 
tentious, forced or 
preachy. Like many 
great bands they de¬ 
liver their message 
by the power of song, 
and when revealing 
the heavier angry 
side of their music 
they can rock out 
with the best as 
tours with Deep 
Purple have proven. 

And yet, the softer 
side of Wille and 
the Bandits has 
almost peotic, ath- 
emic qualities which 
draws comparisons 
with Bob Dylan and 
Ben Harper. 

The bands’ strength 
as musicians and 


their ability to pull in lovers of all types of 
music has seen them play Rock, Folk, Blues and 
Jazz festivals globally to critical acclaim. There 
are not many people who watch this band, re¬ 
gardless of music taste, and don’t leave with 
their jaw firmly planted on the ground. 

Fans of bands from Led Zeppelin and Pink 
Floyd to Pearl Jam and John Butler Trio 
should check this out. If you want to listen to 
a band that are taking Rock music into the 
next chapter than look no further than Wille 
and the Bandits.

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Somerset residents give 
spiders the cold shoulder 


HOW TO TRANSFORM A FEATURE 
WALL WITH WALLPAPER

AS 'SPIDER SEASON' approaches, 
new research shows people in 
Somerset would rather evict the 
eight-legged creatures from their 
home than leave them alone. 

A survey by housebuilder 
David Wilson Homes revealed 
just 19 per cent of people in 
Somerset would happily let a 
spider live in their house if they 
spotted one. Conversely nearly 
half (43 per cent) would send it 
on its way with the classic glass 
and paper out the window trick. 

It seems Somerset residents 
are not shy in asking for help 
when dealing with arachnid in¬ 
vaders either, with 20 per cent 
admitting they'd ask someone 
else to get rid of it. 

David Wilson Homes sales di¬ 
rector Louise Ware says she's not 
surprised by the figures. "As a 
nation we seem to find it difficult 
to shake our fear of spiders. 
What might bring comfort to 
those faced with a spider in their 
home is that the presence of spi¬ 
ders could be a sign that your 
home is in good health. 


"Spiders are attracted to warm 
environments, particularly in the 
autumn and winter, so if you see 
one in your new home it could 
be a sign that it's well insulated." 

The beginning of September is 
traditionally known as the start of 
spider season, as the creatures 
head into the warm to find a 
mate. Despite spiders regularly 
topping the list of biggest fears, 
most are completely harmless, 
particularly those found in the UK.

BUILDER (and Great British Bake Off 
runner-up) Richard Burr reveals his top 
five tips. 

Wallpapering is one of those jobs that I’ve 
grown up doing. Whether it was picking up 
the scraps (a surprisingly important job) be¬ 
hind my Grandad as a nipper, or matching 
5m drops of hand-printed paper down flights 
of stairs, it’s a skill that's relatively easy to 
master if you follow a few simple rules. 

Here are my five tips for papering a feature 
wall - a great way to add interest to a room, 
without overwhelming a space or making 
the room seem smaller... 

Tip 1: Invest in the best 

Rooms usually have four walls and if you're 
only doing one of them, you can afford to 
spend a few quid on a decent bit of wallpa¬ 
per. The idea of a roll costing upwards of £80 
can be a bit intimidating, but see it as being 
art for your walls. Don't be afraid of choosing 
something quite vibrant and in-your-face, as 
it's only one wall.

Tip 2: Do your maths 

You can't just measure the area of your 
wall and buy the exact quantity of paper to 
match, because it's really important to check 
your pattern drops. Wallpaper is usually 
52cm wide and typically about 10m long, but 
it will always tell you the repeat length of the 
pattern. So, for example, you may have a 
wall that's 2.5m high and 3m wide, and a 
wallpaper with a pattern repeat of 0.5m. 
Take 0.5 from 10 and then see how many 
times 2.6 goes into this - adding 0.1m on to 
the wall's length to allow for cutting-in the 
paper. This tells us we'll get three drops from 
the roll, so two rolls will be sufficient to 
paper the whole wall. It's always best to err 
on the side of caution with estimating quan¬ 


tities, especially if you're less experienced 
with wallpapering. 

Tip 3: Get the right kit 

You do need a trestle table, so borrow one 
if you need to, as the floor is too dusty to 
lay the paper on, and you'll end up with 
fluff or grit in your paste (and lumpy walls). 
You can buy a wallpapering kit for about 
£10 (try Screwfix or B&Q), including a past¬ 
ing brush, hanging brush, long scissors, 
paper scraper, seam roller, plumb bob, etc. 
Wallpaper paste is pretty self explanatory - 
you'll also need a bucket - and your wallpa¬ 
per will come with instructions on whether 
to paste the paper (most likely) or the wall. 
You'll also need a sharp Stanley knife, 
preferably with a new blade. 

Tip 4: Level and straighten 

Nine times out of 10, walls are not level or 
straight, so you can't guarantee that your 
wall's corners are going to be even. Use a 
large spirit level to identify where any dips 
or contours are in your wall. Measure out 
from the furthest point into the corner you 
identify and draw a straight line down the 
wall using a plumb line - this is a piece of 
string tacked to the wall or picture rail with 
the plumb bob as a weight on the bottom of 
it. Paper to this line and use your Stanley 
knife to cut the paper into the corner. Match 
the rest of the paper to this first drop and, if 
you're using a patterned wallpaper, match 
the pattern at your eyeline. 

Tip 5: Unscrew sockets and switches 

If your feature wall includes sockets 
and/or light switches, unscrew these care¬ 
fully from the wall and don't touch any of the 
wiring. Hang your paper down to the switch 
pattress (the cavity that your switch/socket 
sits in). Use your fingers to feel the shape of 
the pattress through the paper. Identify the 
corners of the pattress and use your Stanley 
knife to cut a cross-shape diagonally from 
corner to corner. Use your scissors to cut 
away some of this paper in the middle and 
you will be able to put your switch plate back 
onto this without tearing the paper. Screw 
this back on once the paper has dried. 
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5 TIPS FOR EXTERIOR MAINTENANCE

SPEND some time, money and effort 
now to make sure your home is up 
to the rigours of winter weather 

1. No one wants a home with a 
leaky roof, so keep an eye on yours - 
if you can see some or all of the roof 
from the ground, you may be able to 
spot any problems (use binoculars if 
necessary). Troubleshooting can be 
easier from inside the loft - being 
able to see daylight isn't a good sign! 
It's not unusual for roof tiles or 
slates to have broken, slipped or 
been blown off, and other parts of 
the roof can cause leaks and damp, 
too, including defective flashing, 
guttering and chimneys - in most 
cases, you'll need a roofer to put the 
problem right. 

2. Old roofs often don't have roof¬ 
ing felt, so they're more prone to 
leaks, as there's no felt to act as a 
second line of defence. Patching up 
an old roof can be a false economy - 
it may be expensive, but a new roof 
is often advisable, especially with 
winter on its way. As well as new 


roof tiles or slates, you'll get new 
battens (for them to sit on), roofing 
felt and insulation (if the current in¬ 
sulation doesn't comply with build¬ 
ing regulations), which should 
make the loft and rooms below 
warmer and drier. Different roof 
tiles or slates (planning restrictions 
may apply) can also help transform 
the appearance of your home. 

3. Leaves are falling from the 
trees, which can cause all kinds of 
problems, including blocking gut¬ 
ters and making patios and paths 
slippery. Often the problem is 
caused by trees in neighbouring gar¬ 
dens, but you can cut them back to 
the boundary, something you'll also 
need to do if you're planning to put 
up a fence or shed while the 
weather's still nice. The new Fiskars 
PowerGear (TM) X Telescopic Tree 
Pruner UPX86 (RRP £122.99, 
www.fiskars.co.uk) is ideal, as it ex¬ 
tends up to 6m, and has an ad¬ 
justable cutting head (up to 230 
degrees), so you can cut back tall 


branches (up to 32mm thick) safely 
from the ground. For thicker 
branches, you'll need a chainsaw - 
the new Stihl MSA 120 C-BQ chain¬ 
saw (RRP £249, www.stihl.co.uk) is 
compact, cordless and very user 
friendly for DIYers. 

4. Leaves are one of the main cul¬ 
prits when it comes to blocked gut¬ 
ters, but you can find all kinds of 
things in them. If you notice water 
dripping or falling sharply from one 
place when it's raining, or is still 
dripping after the rain's stopped, 
this is usually where the blockage - 
or another problem, such as a faulty 
seal - is. Use a watering can to fill the 
gutter with water if you think 
there's a problem but it's not rain¬ 
ing. To stop gutters getting blocked, 
consider fitting gutter guards, 
which block debris but still allow 
rainwater through. 

5. External woodwork is often a ca¬ 
sualty of winter, so act now to pro¬ 
tect it. Chipped and flaking paint 
will eventually lead to wood rot, but 
even painted wood can be rotten - it 
may not be obvious until you press 


on it. Wet rot sounds scary, but it's 
usually easy to remedy with the 
right products - use Ronseal Wet Rot 
Wood Hardener (£9.99 for 500ml, 
Screwfix) to harden the soft, rotten 
wood, and then Ronseal High Perfor¬ 
mance Wood Filler (£11.39 for 550g, 
Screwfix), which is brilliant for big 
repairs and sets really fast. If it's cold 


and damp, a water-based exterior 
wood paint like Dulux Trade Weath- 
ershield Quick Dry Exterior Gloss 
(£45.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) should still 
dry quickly, but an oil-based one like 
Dulux Trade Weathershield Exterior 
High Gloss (£34.74 for 2.5ltr, B&Q), 
although much slower drying, offers 
tough, long-lasting protection.

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50th Anniversary of the roadside breathalyser 


THE DRINK drive breathalyser is 50 
years old this weekend. Police car¬ 
ried out the first roadside breath test 
on a motorist in Shropshire on 8 Oc¬ 
tober 1967. 

Prior to that, the criteria for prose¬ 
cution were somewhat less scientific 
- whether you could touch your nose 
with your eyes shut, walk in a 
straight line or stand on one leg. 

Back in 1967 there were 1,640 road 
fatalities attributed to alcohol. Since 
then, there’s been an eight-fold reduc¬ 
tion in the number of deaths along¬ 
side a dramatic increase in car 
ownership. 

But 200 people a year still die in ac¬ 
cidents where at least one driver is 
over the alcohol limit, according to 
the latest statistics from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT). 

Final figures for 2015 show a 9% in¬ 
crease in the number of seriously in¬ 
jured casualties - from 1,070 in 2014 to 
1,170 - the first rise since 2011. 

The total number of casualties in 
drink drive accidents for 2015 was 
8,470 - up 3% on the previous year. 

Police carried out over half a mil¬ 
lion (520,219) roadside breath tests in 
2015, the lowest number since data 
collection began in 2002. More than 
60,000 drivers (one in eight of those 
tested) failed or refused to take the 
test. 

Men were twice as likely as women 


to fail a breath test, a trend that was 
consistent across all age groups ac¬ 
cording to the DfT report. 

The Road Safety Act of 1967 set the 
maximum limit at 80mg of alcohol 
per lOOmL of blood (0.35mg of alcohol 
per litre of breath). It became an of¬ 
fence for the first time to be in charge 
of a motor vehicle with a blood or 
breath alcohol concentration exceed¬ 
ing that limit. 

“It seems remarkable now that the 
new law was greeted with outrage in 
some quarters, with publicans heck¬ 
ling the then Transport Minister, 
Barbara Castle, accusing her of dam¬ 
aging their trade,” comments Hunter 
Abbott, Advisor to the Parliamentary 
Advisory Council for Transport 
Safety (PACTS) and Managing Direc¬ 
tor of breathalyser firm AlcoSense 
Laboratories. 

“In the first 12 months alone, there 
were 1000 fewer deaths and 11,000 
fewer serious injuries on the roads - 
proving that the use of the ‘drunk- 
ometer’ was both necessary and jus¬ 
tified”. 

The original ‘blow in the bag’ 
breathalyser was a relatively crude 
device, initially used to confirm a po¬ 
liceman’s suspicion that a motorist 
was under the influence. A subse¬ 
quent blood or urine test at the police 
station provided the evidential proof. 

The fuel cell alcohol sensor was 


later developed, an electronic device 
that transformed the process of 
screening by providing the police 
with a quick test to accurately quan¬ 
tify the driver’s alcohol level at the 
kerbside. For prosecution a second 
evidential test needed to take place at 
the station using a second, more pre¬ 
cise method than used at the scene. 

Until the Nineties this involved 
blood or urine testing at the station 
which required a doctor to be called 
out to take the sample. If a doctor was 
unavailable, sometimes a driver 
could escape prosecution. The pro¬ 
cess was dramatically simplified 
with the invention of evidential infra¬ 
red breath testing at the station, offer¬ 
ing comparable accuracy to blood 
testing - removing the need for a doc¬ 
tor to be called out and improving the 
prosecution rate. 

“There are still more than 5,000 ac¬ 
cidents a year where at least one 
driver is over the alcohol limit, and 
nearly a fifth of drink drive convic¬ 
tions are the morning after the night 
before,” adds Hunter Abbott. 

“Studies also show that if you drive 
while having only one-eighth of the 
English drink drive limit in your sys¬ 
tem (one fifth of the Scottish limit), 
you are 37% more likely to be in¬ 
volved in a fatal accident than when 
sober. 

"The only way to tell when you’re 


safe to drive the morning after is ei¬ 
ther to abstain completely or to use 
an accurate personal breathalyser.” 

The AlcoSense Excel (available 
from Halfords priced £99.99) features 


a smaller version of the sensor used 
by several UK Police forces, making 
it highly reliable, and gives detailed 
readings of either your blood or 
breath alcohol concentrations.
